LONDON < AP*—Syria's bid to 
break away from the United Arab 
Republic plunged the quarreling 
Arab world into even greater tur­ 
moil Friday. 
It also signaled a bitter new 
power struggle between President 
Carnal Abdel Nasser and other 
Mideastern leaders who may defy 
any moves to fulfill his battered 
dream of a united Arab empire 
led by Cairo. 
These are the conclusions of 
Western authorities here after two 
major developments came in the 
wake of the clash between Da­ 
mascus and Cairo: 
1. Nasser proclaimed he would 
make no bargain with the Syrian 
rebels, but would not enforce un­ 
ion with military power. 
2. King Hussein of Jordan rec­ 
ognized the anti-Nasser regime. 
British To Wait And See 
The British are not yet sure if 
the rebels are in effective control 
of the country, if they are in a 
position to fulfill Syria's interna­ 
tional commitments, and, indeed, 
if they want to be recognized now 
The Foreign Office statement 
was made in the knowledge that 
King Hussein had rushed forward 
to give his small country’s ooliti- 
cal backing—in the form of recog­ 
nition—to the rebels. 
This suggested that Hussein—j 
often accused by Nasser as a 
British puppet—had acted on his 
own and on the assumption that 
the Syrian rebels will win out in 
the end.

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Protestant Leaders Reproach Churches For Failings And Call For Reforms

Some hard words are being 
leveled today at American Prot­ 
estantism—by its own leaders. 
To 
the 
dismay 
of 
some 
colleagues, 
they 
reproach 
the 
churches for a long list of asserted 
failings, and call for reforms. 
Among the cited defects: 
Many Protestant churches are 
straining to be popular, rather 
an prophetic. 


They give in to secular or 
worldly standards. 
They’re afraid of controversial 
but vital issues. 
They concentrate on matters of 
little concern, and petty moral­ 
izing. 
They emphasize bigness and or­ 
ganization, rather than spiritual 
quality. 
The Protestant influence is wan­ 
ing iii a “ post-Protestant" era in 
America. 


“ We have been dried out by 
the hot winds of secularism,” says 
Methodist Bishop Hazen G. Wer­ 
ner. Columbus. Ohio. “ We who are 
to overcome the world have been 
overcome by the world. Our hung­ 
er for security and status has 
smothered our hunger for souls." 
Similar worried appraisals have 
come from numerous other Prot­ 
estant leaders. 
The churches often refuse to 
“ face the facts" of life, says the

Lutheran Church 
As 
a result, he 
adds, 
“ the 
church 
is 
frequently 
spending 
great energy in completely earn­ 
est efforts to rescue men from 
traps in which they arf not caught 
and to shelter her members from 
dangers which once may have 
been very real, but have long 
been replaced or transcended by 
evils of greater import." 


Theologian 
Paul 
Tillich 
of 
Harvard University sees part of 
the problem as a Protestant “ dis­ 
tortion of the Biblical meaning of 
sin,” by which the doctrine of uni­ 
versal human sin is replaced by 
a 
set 
catalogue 
of 
individual 
“ sins.” * 
“ In the Bible,” he says, “ sin is 
seen in symbols and myths of 
greatness and inner power as the 
separation of everything human 
from the original unity of divine 


power.' 
This differs sharply from the 
“ petty concept of ’sins going on 
in many Protestant churchlet" he 
adds

For Extra Cash 


Moonlighting, 
according 
to 
the 
Oxford 
Dictionary, means engaging by night in an ex­ 
pedition or in an illicit action. 
Nowadays it 
means someone who has a full-time job and takes 
another at night or weekends. 
The U. S. Labor Department’s bureau of 
statistics is at present gathering figures on the 
number of moonlighters in the country. These 
figures do not vary much between times of 
recession and prosperity. 
There are always 
about three million moonlighters earning extra 
cash for night and weekend work and most of 
them are men. 
The U. S. Labor Department now regards 
a full work week as 35 hours, which allows 
plenty of time for an extra job. This is perhaps 
a result that was not foreseen by those who 
urged a shorter week to provide more time for 
leisure and recreation. 
There are no figures on the number of 
extra hours worked by moonlighters, but if an 
extra job is to have any worthwhile pecuniary 
advantage it can scarcely be less than 18 hours 
a week. 
And that, added to a regulation work 
week of 35 hours, brings the total time worked 
to 53 
This within whistling distance of the 60- 
hour week of our grandfathers which we have 
come to regard with horror as something akin 
to slavery. 
At the root of much of American moonlight­ 
ing is not the cost of living — that might make 
It understandable — but the desire to have those 
luxuries which we have come to call “status 
lymbols.”

Businessman In Government 


One of the tasks of government is to recruit able, 
competent, trained men for governmental purposes. 
I During a war period, it is essential to bring into govern- 
' ment the most able men in the country. Yet. we place 
upon such men restrictions which make it difficult for 
them to accept government positions. 
Some tasks in 
our very complicated operations require men of enor­ 
mous experience and technical training. Such m^n are 
generally found in private industry and in the universi­ 
ties. 
Secretary of Defense McNamara is such a man. 
fie is now embroiled in a Congressional investiga­ 
tion due to the General Walker case. There can be 
no question hut that Secretary McNamara stumbled 
in this matter. The question has been raised as to 
whether a business training is suitable in govern­ 
ment negotiations. 
The question might also he 
asked whether the generals and admirals that are 
taken out of service into private enterprise adjust 
with sufficient speed from the manualistic red-tape 
of the military service to the flexibility essential in 
the market-place. 
Secretary of Defense McNamara was asked by 
Dave Garroway: 
“ Mr. Secretary', how would you define the m an­ 
agerial philosophy which you bring to the job?” 
To this the head of the Pentagon replied: 
“ T hat’s a question I’ve been asking myself for 
years — what exactly is the role of the m anager in 
any large organization. private or public. 
And I think 
that the role of public m anager is very sim ilar to the 
role of a private m anager: in each case he has the 
option of following one of two major alternative courses 
of action. 
He can either act as a judge or a leader. 
In the former case, he sits and waits until subordinates 
bring to him problems for solution, or alternatives for 
choice. 
In the latter case, he immerses himself in the 
operation of the business or the governmental activity, 
exam ines the problems, the objectives, the alternative 
courses of action, chooses among them, and leads the 
organization to their accomplishment. 
In the one case 
it’s a passive role; in the other case, an active role,” 
The answer is not good enough 
In business, the 
limitation upon a chief executive is principally his 
directors who in most instances are friendly to the 
executive whom they most likely chose or who were 
chosen by him. Some of them may be dependent upon 
the executive for their jobs, they serving in the dual 
capacity of mem bers of a board of directors and sub­ 
ordinate executives. 
In a public position, the managerial person is 
dependent upon the good-will of Congress, both Houses 
and the committees of each that are concerned with 
his affairs; public opinion as expressed in the press: 
the support of irremovable subordinates, some of whom 
are likely to have a superior standing with the public. 
When, for instance, the Secretary of Defense censors 
statem ents made by senior military officers, some of 
whom may have had experience far beyond anything 
that the Secretary has, the question not only of judg­ 
ment but of good taste arises. 
Secretary McNamara justified the censorship of an 
address by Admiral Burke as follows: 
Martin Agronskv of N. B. C. asks: “Among the 
first policy decisions you made 
Admiral Burke, 
the Chief of Naval Operations, was asked by you 
to disrard a speech that he made on foreign policy 
that was very critical of the Russians. Now what's 
the thinking behind that restraint on the admiral's 
public statement? 
“ McNamara: Hell, Ifs in line, with a very 
simple and strongly held belief of mine that ifs

That does not by any means reflect the tradition 
of this country. 
Secretary M cNamara not only censors 
these outstanding men but he deprives the American 
people of knowledge of their expert opinions. 
It forces 
us as a people, to he dependent entirely upon the staff 
of the State Department, a staff of technicians rn whom 
the people have never had much confidence. 
By taking this position. Secretary McNamara gives 
the impression that this Administration fears the effect 
upon public opinion of direct comment by experienced 
men in whom the public has more confidence than it 
does in the tem porary personalities in the State Depart­ 
m ent whose doctrinaire views have, on occasion, led to 
disaster. 
Secretary McNamara has had very little experience 
in government and in the General Walker case he un­ 
questionably went beyond sound political judgment.

Wilkinson, 
the 
courtly, 
white- 
haired lobbyist for the Anaconda 
Copper 
Company, 
who 
drives 
about his lobbying activities in a 
chauffeured Cadillac. 
He threw a stag dinner for 
Ways and Means members re­ 
cently in one of the plush, private 
hideaways in Washington's mean­ 
dering Sheraton-Park Hotel 
Pre­ 
sumably, he will write off the 
party’s cost as a business ex­ 
pense, since the committee neg­ 
lected to plug the expense-account 
loopholes. 
The committee mem bers turn­ 
ed out for Wilkinson's party better 
than they attend tax hearings. In 
fact, no one could recal a single 
absentee Even Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn, who shuns most parties, put 
in an appearance as an honored 
guest. 
The gruffly affable Wilkinson, 
being shy about publicity, m an­ 
aged to keep in the background.

Congress Did A Good Job Despite Obstacles 


WASHINGTON - This is the 
time, as Congress adjourns, when 
the scorecard on what is accom­ 
plished is tallied up for praise 
or blame The m easurem ent us­ 
ually is in terms of what legis­ 
lation 
a president 
obtained or 
failed to get. Actually, the wonder 
is that in a Congress of so many 
conflicting currents a n y t h i n g 
much was accomplished at all. 
For the Congress of the United 
States, in a parliam entary sense, 
has not been a responsible in­ 
stitution for many years. It is 
not responsible to any party. It 
is not responsible to the Presi­ 
dent. In fact, it is responsible 
locally — not collectively — to 
the residents of 437 congressional 
districts and the constituencies of 
IOO Senators. 
Time was when the two major 
parties 
held 
frequent 
caucuses 
and 
when 
individual 
mem bers 
were required to abide by the 
wishes of the m ajority of their 
fellow 
members 
in 
the 
party. 
Today both parties are split wide 
open, and leadership is a sort of 
makeshift arrangem ent to secure 
the passage of those bills which 
are the least controversial. 
This doesn't mean that in the 
current 
Congress 
bills 
always 
were passed or failed by large 
margin. On the contrary, narrow 
margins often marked the pas­ 
sage 
oor 
defeat 
of 
important 
measures. 
What 
affects 
Congress 
more 
than anything else in a session 
like the one that has just closed 
is the mood of the country. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy was elected by one 
of the narrowest m ajorities of the 
popular vote in history. When the 
country is almost equally divided, 
there is no over all m andate in a 
Presidential election which can be 
said to give the President the in­ 
fluence he needs to exert his lead­ 
ership Then, on top of all this, 
cam e the crises in the internal ion 
a1 situation These tended to slow­ 
down the momentum behind var­ 
ious bills which in norm al times 
might have been readily passed. 
It s difficult, indeed, 
for any 
President in abnormal times to 
shape up a program that will com­ 
mand a majority in both Houses 
It happens that in this case eco­ 
nomic conditions also were cer­ 
tainly not normal. A recession de­

when the outflow is blocked and 
excess fluid over-distends the vis­ 
ual com partm ent. 
The 
increased 
pressure dam ­ 
ages the delicate nerve cells of 
the retina unless the force can he 
reduced by allowing the fluid to 
escape. 
There are several medi­ 
cines 
and 
surgical 
procedures 
that can do this. 
Eyeball pressure is easily de­ 
term ined with a tonometer. 
This 
instrum ent has a blunt plunger on 
one end that rests on the anesthe­ 
tized cornea 
The tension is re­ 
corded on a scale located at the 
other end. Other tests hint at the 
possibility of glaucoma hut none is 
as good as the tonometer. 
There are two types of glau­ 
coma. The acute form is associat­ 
ed with violent pain and redness 
of the eye. and rarely if ever es­ 
capes detection 
It is the chronic 
variety that fools everyone until 
vision 
is 
impaired. 
Even 
this 
form of the disorder is not entire­ 
ly silent or without clews 
Glaucoma is suspected when­ 
ever vision becomes foggy or dis­ 
comfort is noted in or about the 
eyes. This includes seeing colored 
haloes around lights or difficulty 


in focusing on objects, especially 
in dim light. 
Excessive 
tearing, 
headache, 
swollen 
lids, and dissatisfaction 
with 
glasses 
are 
other 
clews. 
Never procrastinate when these 
symptoms develop. 
Vision is too 
precious to take a chance.

Garry Moore, who is up to his 
famous bow-tie in work this sea­ 
son remains relaxed and unhar­ 
ried in the midst of jam-tight 
schedules, 
day-long 
rehearsals, 
etc. 
“We've got some great shows 
coming up this year,” G arry says, 
"with some really 
funny rou­ 
tines.’ 
'Wearing slacks 
and a 
sport shirt, Garry sat in a quiet 
corner of the rehearsal hall wtih 
his feet propped up. 
This “Come-ish” demeanor is 
in many ways only on the surface. 
We’ve come to know Garry very 
well in the past few years and 
can assure you that the outward 
calm is only a cover-up for amy 
“deep-running” concerns. 
Admits 
G arry himself admits to ten­ 
sion 
“Although steeplejacks and 
circus aerialists and those who 
ply similarly precarious trades 
may well disagree.” observes the 
star, “television is one of the 
more intense ways of making a 
living 
And, appearances to the 
contrary. I tense up every time 
that little red lights in the studio 
warns that we are about to go on 
the air. I never face a microphone 
but what my stomach muscles 
contract. I’m not an actor, but lf 
I really appear relaxed on tele­ 
vision as I’m told I do, that is 
acting!” 
One of Garry's biggest con­ 
cerns is the problem of recruit­ 
ing new talent 
“The one aspect 
of television which disturbs me 
most,” Garry says, “is the lack 
of a training ground for new 
talent 
“ Bob Banner, our producer, has 
felt the same way about It. It’s 
one of our pet peeves. In order 
to keep television alive and vital 
in the future, you’ve got to pour 


fresh, new talent into It. But 
where is it going to coma from 
if TV doesn’t set up some sort of 
farm system such as they have in 
baseball?” 
No Place To Train 
Garry and Bob note that hi the 
old days there were vaudeville 
and lagre motion picture houses 
which featured stage shows plus 
night clubs to provide the ex­ 
perience needed by performers 
who hoped to go on to bigger 
things Today, however, the fledg­ 
lings have little room in which 
to spread their wings. 
“ Local 
radio stations,” says 
Garry, “were a goldmine which 
networks avidly scouted to keep 
their staffs full of fresh, creative 
talent who had already acquired 
their basic training. And, as I 
mentioned, the farm system em­ 
ployed by baseball helps young 
talent mature and enter the big 
leagues. I think it's too bad that, 
for economic reasons, we haven’t 
been able to see a similar de­ 
velopment in television. 
In line with this idea. Bot) Ban­ 
ner has come up with a project 
which he hopes to set into motion 
within the next year. 
‘Gang* Blossoming 
“ He’s making plans now to set 
up a graduate fellowship program 
in cooperation with selected uni­ 
versities which will enable stu­ 
dents to learn the feild of TV 
production 
while .earning their 
degrees. I think it’s a great idea,” 
comments Garry. “ It’ll give new­ 
comers a chance to gain practi­ 
cal experience in TV production 
while completing their post-grad 
stu d ies” 
The way that “G arry’s Gang” 
of the last few years is blossom­ 
ing out may well be one of the 


reasons for his great concern 
about new talent. 
In addition to his doing a five- 
times-aweek CBS radio show' with 
Garry, Durwood Kirby has been 
signed to succeed Arthur Godfrey 
on “Candid Camera." 
Carol Burnett will do a five- 
times-a-week CBS radio show sub­ 
bing for Arthur Godfrey while 
he’s away. 
Bob Banner Associates, which 
produces the Garry Moore varie­ 
ty show, has also produced a 
pilot 
film 
starring 
Alan 
King 
which CBS-TV has scheduled as 
a one-shot. 
G arry's top writers. Coleman 
Jacoby and Amie Rosen, are fin­ 
ishing a Broadway musical for 
C ard Burnett. It’s scheduled to 
go into rehearsal next Spring: ten­ 
tatively titled “Charge Account.” 
Considering he hit the jackpot. 
in our estimation, in his choice 
of talent so far, his concern for 
the future is understandable.
